the market on some special day to avoid cracking and shelling. 
These vineyardists want a grape which will bring profitable returns 
instead of possible losses and which will fill the bill for people who 
are able and willing to pay a better price for something better in 
quality than the common kinds of grapes. As more than one-third 
of the people do not and will not swallow grape seeds, here is an- 
other gap which Campbell’s Early fills.

On old vines we leave only 3 to 4 canes, 
each 12 to 18 inches long. We use three wires respectively 24 
inches, 36 inches and 60 inches from the ground. We train from 
lower wire, tie to second wire and later in season tienew shoots to 
top wire.
